1. Claims 13-28 are pending in the instant application,

35 U.S. C. § 112, First Paragraph 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 
§ 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the 
invention, and of the manner and process of making and using it, 
in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it 
is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set 
forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention . 



3. Claims 13-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
15 paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in 

the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. In 
re Raswussen, 650 F.2d 1212, 211 U.S.P.Q. 323 (C.C.P.A. 1981). In 
20 re Wertheim, 541 F. 2d. 257, 191 U.S.P.Q. 90 (C.C.P.A. 1976). The 

claims are broadly directed toward immunization methods employing 
any antigen. However, the disclosure only describes the 
preparation of a single peptide antigen having the amino acid 
sequence NH2-TYQRTRALV-COOH. The disclosure does not describe the 
25 structure or preparation of any other antigens, particularly those 

taking the form of a glycopeptide, microbial protein, whole 
pathogen, viral particle, or whole, killed viral particle.
